"Bottled soft drink” means any ready-to-consume soft drink contained
in abottle.

3. Distributor, manufacturer or wholesale dealer. "Distributor, manufacturer or
wholesale dealer" means any person who receives, stores, manufactures, bottles or sells bottled soft
drinks, syrup, ssimple syrup or powder or base products for mixing, compounding or making soft drinks
for saleto retailers or other manufacturers, wholesale deaers or distributors for resale purposes.

4. Milk. "Milk" means natural liquid milk regardless of animal source or butterfat content;
natural milk concentrate, whether or not reconstituted, regardless of animal source or butterfat content;
or dehydrated natural milk, whether or not reconstituted.
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5. Natural fruit juice.  "Natura fruit juice’ means the original liquid resulting from the
pressing of fruit, theliquid resulting from the reconstitution of fruit juice concentrate or theliquid resulting
from the restoration of water to dehydrated fruit juice.

6. Natural vegetable juice. "Natura vegetable juice" means the original liquid resulting
from the pressing of vegetables, theliguid resulting from the reconstitution of vegetable juice concentrate
or the liquid resulting from the restoration of water to dehydrated vegetable juice.

7. Nonalcoholic beverage. "Nonalcoholic beverage' means any beverage not subject to tax
under Title 28-A, Part 4.

8. Place of business. "Place of business' means any place where soft drinks, syrups, smple
syrups or powder or base products are manufactured or any place where bottled soft drinks, syrup, smple
syrup, powder or base product or any other item taxed under this chapter is received.

9. Powder or base product.  "Powder or base product” means a solid mixture of basic
ingredients used in making, mixing or compounding soft drinks by mixing the powder or other base with
water, ice, syrup, ssimple syrup, fruits, vegetables, fruit juice, vegetable juice or any other product suitable
to make a soft drink.

10. Retailer. "Retailer" means any person, other than a distributor, manufacturer or wholesale
dealer, who receives, stores, mixes, compounds or manufactures any soft drink and sells or otherwise
dispenses the soft drink to the ultimate consumer.

11. Sale. "Sale' meansthetransfer of title or possession for avaluable consideration of tangible
personal property regardless of the manner by which the transfer is accomplished.

12. Simplesyrup. "Simple syrup" means a mixture of sugar and water.

13. Soft drink. "Soft drink" means any nonal coholic beverage, whether naturally or artificially
flavored, whether carbonated or noncarbonated, sold for human consumption, including, but not limited
to, soda water, cola and other flavored drinks, any fruit or vegetable drink containing 10% or less of
natural fruit juice or natural vegetable juice and all other drinks and beverages commonly referred to as
soft drinks, but not including coffee or tea unless the coffee or teais bottled as aliquid for sale.

14. Syrup. "Syrup" means the liguid mixture of basic ingredients used in making, mixing or
compounding soft drinks by mixing the syrup with water, ssmple syrup, ice, fruits, vegetables, fruit juice,
vegetable juice or any other product suitable to make a soft drink.

84952. Tax rate

1. Taximposed. Thereisimposed atax on every distributor, manufacturer or wholesale dealer
to be calculated as follows:

A. Four dollars per gallon of syrup or simple syrup sold or offered for sale in the State;
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B. Forty-two cents per gallon of bottled soft drinks sold or offered for sale in the State; and

C. When apackage or container of powder or base product is sold or offered for sale in the State,
the tax on the sale of each package or container is equal to 42¢ for each gallon of soft drink that may
be produced from each package or container by following the manufacturer's instructions. This tax
applies when the powder or base product is sold to aretailer for sale to the ultimate consumer after
the soft drink is produced by the retailer.

2. Purchase from unlicensed seller. A retailer who purchases bottled soft drinks, syrup,
simple syrup or powder or base product from an unlicensed distributor, manufacturer or wholesale dealer
isliable for the tax imposed in subsection 1.

8§ 4953. Exemptions

The following are exempt from the tax imposed by section 4952:

1. Salesto Federal Government. Syrups, simple syrups, powder or base products or soft
drinks sold to the Federal Government;

2. Products exported from State.  Syrups, smple syrups, powder or base products or soft
drinks exported from the State by a distributor, manufacturer or wholesale dealer;

3. Coffeeor teabase. Any powder or base product used in preparing coffee or tea;

4. Juiceor vegetable concentrate. Any frozen, freeze-dried or other concentrate to which
only water is added to produce a nonal coholic beverage containing more than 10% natural fruit juice or
natural vegetablejuice;

5. Fruit or vegetablejuice. Any nonalcoholic beverage containing more than 10% natural
fruit juice or natural vegetable juice;

6. Salesto another distributor, manufacturer or wholesaledealer. Syrups, smple
syrups, powder or base products or soft drinks sold by a distributor, manufacturer or wholesale dealer
to a distributor, manufacturer or wholesale dealer who holds a license under section 4955 if the license
number of the distributor, manufacturer or wholesale dealer to whom the syrups, simple syrups, powder
or base products or soft drinks are sold is clearly shown on the invoice for the sale that is clamed to be
exempt. This exemption does not apply to any saleto aretailer;

7. Infant formula. Any product, whether sold in liquid or powder form, that is intended by
its manufacturer for consumption by infants and that is commonly referred to as infant formula;

8. Water. Water to which no flavoring, whether artificial or natural, has been added and that
has not been artificially carbonated:;

9. Dietary aids. Any product, whether sold in liquid or powder form, that is intended by its
manufacturer for use as adietary supplement or for weight reduction;
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10. Consumer mix. Any powder or base product that is intended by its manufacturer to be
sold and used for the purpose of domestically mixing soft drinks by the ultimate consumer; and

11. Milk products. Any product containing milk or milk products.
§4954. Reports

A distributor, manufacturer or wholesale dealer or any retailer subject to the tax imposed by this
chapter shall file a monthly return with the assessor and pay the tax on or before the 15th day of the
month following the month in which the sale or purchase was made. The return must be made on aform
prescribed by the assessor. The return must contain any information the assessor requires for the proper
administration of this chapter. When aretailer is also acting as a distributor, manufacturer or wholesale
dedler, the duty to report and pay the tax imposed by this chapter arises when the property is transferred
to aretail store for sale to the ultimate consumer, as reflected by the records of the taxpayer.

8 4955. Licenses

1. Distributor, manufacturer or wholesale dealer. Any distributor, manufacturer or
wholesale dealer who sells or offers for sale to retailers within the State syrups, ssmple syrups, powder
or base products or soft drinks shall obtain from the bureau alicense for the privilege of conducting such
business within the State.

2. Retailer. Any retailer who purchases syrups, simple syrups, powder or base products or soft
drinks from a distributor, manufacturer or wholesale dealer not licensed under subsection 1 shall obtain
alicense from the bureau for the privilege of conducting such business.

3. Location; display. Any person required to obtain alicense under this section shall obtain a
license for each place of business owned or operated by that person. The license must be conspicuously
displayed at the place of business for which it was issued.

8§ 4956. Penalties

1. Failuretofile pay. A person required to file a return and pay tax under this chapter is
subject to the same penalties as for failure to file and pay salestax under Part 3.

2. Failureto obtain license. A person required to obtain alicense under section 4955 who
failsto do so is subject to the same penalties as for failure to register as aretailer under section 1754-B.

§ 4957. Rules

The assessor may adopt rules under the Maine Administrative Procedure Act to provide for the
administration of this chapter. These rules may provide for a fee to cover the cost of issuing licenses
reqguired under section 4955. Rules adopted under this section are routine technical rules as defined in
Title 5, chapter 375, subchapter 2-A.

SUMMARY

This bill makes major changes to Maine's tax structure beginning January 1, 2008.

Part A increases the low-income tax credit under the income tax by increasing the threshold of
taxable income below which no taxes are due from $2,000 to $4,000 for single individuals and married
persons filing separately, $6,000 for persons filing as heads of households and $8,000 for persons filing
married joint returns.

Part B conforms the standard deduction under the income tax to the federal standard deduction
beginning with the 2008 tax year, thereby eliminating the marriage penalty.

Part C conforms the personal exemption under the income tax to the same amount as the federal
personal exemption.

Part D lowers the top income tax rate from 8.5% to 8.25% for the 2008 tax year.

Part E increases state reimbursement for the homestead exemption to 100% of municipal property
taxeslost as aresult of the exemption beginning in 2008.

Part F increases the maximum benefit under the Maine Residents Property Tax program from $2,000
to $3,000 and increases to $5,000 the maximum amount of property tax that may be used to calculate
benefits.

Part G expands the tax base under the sales tax by repealing sales tax exemptions for packaging
materials, ships stores, railroad track materials and certain short-term rentals and by extending the sales
tax to amusements, personal services, persona property services, home care services, real property
services, lawn and landscaping services, taxi, limousine and same day courier services, telephone
directory advertising and safe deposit box rental. This Part also reinstitutes the sales tax on snack foods
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and extends the service provider tax to basic cable and satellite television and radio service and to
consumer interstate telephone calls.

Part H increases the sales tax on meals and lodging, liquor serviced at licensed establishments and
prepared food from 7% to 8% and increases the sales tax on short-term rental's of automobiles from 10%
to 15%.

Part | increases the excise tax on malt liquor from 25¢ per gallon to 60¢ per gallon, on wine from
30¢ per gallon to $1 per gallon and on hard cider from 25¢ per gallon to $1 per gallon.

Part J establishes atax on the distribution, manufacture and wholesale of soft drinks and soft drink
products.

Part K changes the rate structure for the real estate transfer tax to provide that a transferor of the
property must pay atransfer tax starting at $1 per $1,000 of value of the property for property valued at
lessthan $100,000, increasing to $7 per $1,000 of valuefor real estate with aval ue exceeding $1,000,000.
The revenue from the portion of the tax received to the State and attributable to transfers by deed tax is
credited 65% to the General Fund and 35% to the Housing Opportunities for Maine Fund.
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
